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FOREWORD. 


While  Lambuth  College  is  primarily  a  liberal  arts  college, 
it  has  since  the  first  maintained  a  department  of  Education 
and  has  had  at  least  some  share  in  the  training  of  teachers  for 
the  territory  which  it  serves.  So  many  of  its  former  students 
have  gone  into  teaching  that  the  College  has  made  definite  ar- 
rangements with  the  State  Department  of  Education  at  Nash- 
ville to  offer  special  teacher  training  courses  during  the  last 
six  weeks  of  the  Spring  Quarter  and  to  maintain  a  full  Sum- 
mer Quarter  in  1928. 


THE  STANDING  OP  LAMBUTH  COLLEGE 

Lambuth  College  is  a  fully  accredited  member  of  the  Associa- 
tion of  Tennessee  Colleges  and  has  been  given  full  certification 
privileges  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  of  Tennessee.  Other 
states  also  recognize  Lambuth  College  as  a  teacher  training 
institution.  Since  the  opening  of  the  College  in  1924  the  work 
of  its  students  has  been  accepted  by  seventeen  colleges  and 
universities  in  nine  states,  including  several  of  the  leading 
institutions  of  the  South  and  Southwest. 

THE  SPRING  TERM 

The  work  of  the  Spring  Quarter  has  been  so  arranged  that 
students  may  enter  for  the  last  six  weeks,  beginning  April 
21,  and  secure  college  credit.  This  is  a  convenient  arrange- 
ment for  teachers  whose  schools  close  in  early  spring  and  who 
desire  to  make  good  use  of  the  vacation  months.  By  attending 
the  spring  term  of  six  weeks  and  one  of  the  summer  terms, 
or  the  first  six  weeks  of  the  fall  quarter,  the  student  can 
get  credit  for  a  full  quarter's  work.  The  State  Department 
of  Education  has  endorsed  this  arrangement. 

CALENDAR  FOR  SPRING  TERM 

Students  will  register  for  the  Spring  Term,  April  21.  No 
credit  will  be  given  srtudents  enrolling  later  than  April  27. 
Spring  term  closes  May  31. 

EXPENSES 

Tuition  and  Fees.  Tuition  and  fees  for  the  Spring  Term  will 
be  $25.00,  payable  in  advance. 

Board  and  Room.  Table  board  in  the  dormitory  during  the 
Spring  Term  will  be  $5.00  per  week.  Both  men  and  women 
students  may  take  their  meals  in  the  college  dining  room. 
Room  in  the  women's  dormitory  costs  each  student  $2.50  per 
week.  The  college  furnishes  all  towels  and  bedding.  The 
laundering  of  bed  linen  and  towels  is  included  in  the  cost  of 
room  rent.  Men  students  can  find  rooms  in  private  homes 
near  the  campus  at  a  somewhat  lower  cost  than  women  stu- 
dents pay  in  the  dormitory. 


TEACHERS'  CERTIFICATES 

The  Tennessee  State  Department  of  Education  has  accorded 
Lambuth  College  full  certification  privileges.  Different  forms 
of  certificates  are  issued  under  the  following  conditions : 

1 — A  permanent  professional  certificate  in  administration  is 
issued  to  the  applicant  for  the  position  of  County  Superin- 
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tendent  who  is  a  graduate  of  a  college  approved  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education  and  who  has  completed  at  least  twenty- 
seven  quarter  hours  in  Education,  as  prescribed  by  said  board, 
and  has  had  twenty-four  months  of  experience  as  teacher  or 
supervisor. 

2 — A  permanent  professional  certificate  is  issued  to  the 
applicant  for  the  position  of  high  school  teacher  who  is  a  grad- 
uate of  a  college  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Education 
and  who  has  completed  at  least  twenty-seven  quarter  hours  in 
Education. 

3 — A  permanent  professional  certificate  is  issued  to  the  ap- 
plicant for  the  position  of  School  Supervisor  who  is  a  graduate 
of  a  college  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  and 
who  has  completed  at  least  twenty-seven  quarter  hours  in 
Education,  including  general  and  special  methods,  school 
supervision  and  administration,  and  has  had  at  least  twenty- 
four  months  of  experience  in  actual  school  work;  provided 
that  no  applicant  shall  receive  a  supervisor's  certificate  who 
is  under  twenty-four  years  of  age. 

4 — A  permanent  professional  certificate  is  issued  to  the  ap- 
plicant for  the  position  of  teacher  in  the  elementary  schools 
who  has  completed  a  two-year  curriculum  for  elementary 
teachers  in  a  college  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Education 
and  has  had  at  least  eighteen  quarter  hours  in  Education. 

5 — A  professional  certificate  valid  for  a  period  of  four 
years  is  issued  to  the  applicant  for  the  position  of  teacher  in 
a  two-year  high  school  who  has  completed  at  least  six  quar- 
ters' work  in  a  college  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion and  has  had  at  least  eighteen  quarter  hours  in  Education. 

6 — A  professdonal  certificate  valid  for  a  period  of  four  years 
is  issued  to  the  applicant  for  the  position  of  teacher  in  ele- 
mentary schools  who  has  completed  at  least  three  quarters ' 
work  in  a  college  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Education, 
and  has  had  at  least  nine  quarter  hours  in  method  and  manage- 
ment of  elementary  schools. 

7 — A  limited  training  certificate,  valid  for  a  period  of  one 
year  in  an  elementary  school,  is  issued  to  the  applicant  who  is 
a  graduate  of  an  approved  high  school  in  Tennessee  and  has 
completed  one  quarter's  work,  including  three  quarter  hours 
in  Education  in  a  college  approved  by  the  State  Board  of 
Education. 

8 — A  limited  training  certificate,  valid  for  one  year  in  the 
elementary  schools  of  the  county  in  which  the  student  grad- 
uated, is  issued  to  the  applicant  who  is  a  graduate  of  a  public 
or  private  four-year  high  school  in  Tennessee  approved  by  the 
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State  Department  of  Education  and  who  has  completed  one 
unit  of  professional  work  approved  by  the  State  Department 
of  Education. 

EXAMINATION  CERTIFICATES 

High  school  certificates  and  elementary  certificates,  good 
for  four  years,  will  he  issued  to  any  applicant  who  passes  a 
satisfactory  examination  prescribed  by  the  State  Board. 

RENEWALS 

The  four-year  certificates  described  in  paragraphs  5  and  6 
above  may  be  renewed  for  four  years  on  completion  of  one 
quarter's  work  of  at  least  twelve  quarter  hours,  three  of  which 
must  be  in  Education  in  an  institution  approved  by  the  State 
Board  provided,  that  the  holders  of  such  certificates  shall  have 
taught  at  least  two  years  during  the  life  of  the  certificate. 

The  two  limited  training  certificates  described  in  para- 
graphs 7  and  8  above  may  be  renewed  upon  completion  of  an 
additional  quarter's  work  each  year  of  at  least  twelve  quar- 
ter hours,  including  three  quarter  hours  in  Education,  in  an 
institution  approved  by  the  State  Board. 

All  examination  certificates  may  be  renewed  upon  the  com- 
pletion of  one  quarter's  work  of  twelve  quarter  hours,  three 
of  which  must  be  in  Education,  in  an  institution  approved  by 
the  State  Board. 

Two-year  certificates,  issued  under  the  former  law,  may  be 
renewed  for  a  period  of  two  years  by  attending  an  approved 
institution  during  the  life  of  the  certificate  for  at  least  six 
weeks  and  completing  at  least  six  quarter  hours  of  credit  in 
at  least  three  courses.

BIBLE  AND  RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION 

PROFESSOR  WALKER 

1.  (c2)  The  Old  Testament.  A  study  of  several  of  the 
prophets.  Texts:  The  Bible  and  Sanders'  History  of  the  He- 
brews. Second  term,  spring  quarter.  Two  hours  a  week. 
Credit,  one  quarter  hour. 

2.  (c2)  The  New  Testament.  Review  of  the  life  of  Christ. 
Texts:  The  Bible,  Stevens  and  Burton's  Harmony  of  the  Gos- 
pels, Carter's  Story  of  the  New  Testament.  Open  to  students 
who  have  had  one  quarter  hour  study  in  the  life  of  Christ,  or 
the  equivalent  in  study  of  His  life.  Second  term,  spring  quar- 
ter.   Two  hours  a  week.    Credit,  one  quarter  hour. 
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5.  History  of  Religious  Education  in  America.  A  good  deal 
of  attention  will  be  given  to  the  Sunday  School.  This  course 
is  open  to  those  who  have  had  three  term  hours  in  the  History 
of  Education.  Second  term,  spring  quarter.  Two  hours  a 
week.    Credit,  one  quarter  hour. 

EDUCATION 

PROFESSOR   MOORE 

2.  (2)  Mental  Efficiency,  A  course  dealing  rather  spe- 
cifically with  the  problem  of  how  to  study  effectively  and 
teaching  how  to  study  effectively.  A  close  study  and  practi- 
cal application  is  made  of  the  analyzing,  integrating  and  con- 
ceptual processes  necessary  for  effective  mental  concentration 
with  special  view  to  helping  the  pupil  to  use  his  time  to  great- 
er advantage.  Open  to  all  college  students.  Second  term, 
spring  quarter.  Three  hours  a  week.  Credit,  one  and  one- 
half  quarter  hours. 

6.  (2)  Methods  in  Secondary  Education.  A  study  of  the 
aims  and  objectives  of  modern  high  school  teaching  and  the 
application  of  the  psychological  laws  of  learning  in  the  high 
school  class-room ;  the  assignment,  the  recitation,  individual 
differences ;  grading ;  discipline.  Prerequisite :  a  general 
course  in  Education  or  Psychology.  Second  term,  spring  quar- 
ter. Three  hours  a  week.  Credit,  one  and  one-half  quarter 
hours. 

ENGLISH 

PROFESSOR  SARAH  V.  CLEMENT 

1.  (c)  Advanced  Grammar  and  Composition.  Review  of 
principles  of  English  grammar;  work  in  English  composition. 
Second  term,  spring  quarter.  Three  hours  a  week.  Credit, 
one  and  one-half  quarter  hours. 

12.  (2)  Representative  English  Drama.  Reading  and  dis- 
cussion of  as  many  plays  as  time  permits.  Second  term,  spring 
quarter.  Three  hours  a  week.  Credit,  one  and  one-half  quar- 
ter hours. 

11.  (2)  Teaching  of  High  School  English.  A  summary 
of  principles  and  practice  relating  to  material  and  methods  of 
presentation.  Second  term,  spring  quarter.  Three  hours  a 
week.     Credit,  one  and  one-half  quarter  hours. 

HISTORY 

PROFESSOR  EAGLE 

2.  (c2)  European  History.  The  Modern  Period.  Second 
term,  spring  quarter.  Three  times  a  week.  Credit,  one  and 
one-half  quarter  hours. 
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3.     (c2)     History  of  The  Americas.     Recent  American  his- 
tory.   Second  term,  spring  quarter.    Three  times  a  week. 
Credit,  one  and  one-half  quarter  hours. 

16.  (2)  Government.  Formation  and  operation  of  local 
government  in  the  United  States.  Prerequisite :  sophomore 
standing  and  nine  hours  of  history.  Second  term,  spring  quar- 
ter. Three  times  a  week.  Credit,  one  and  one-half  quarter 
hours. 

17.  (2)  Teaching  of  History.  Theory  and  practice  of 
teaching  history.  Prerequisite :  junior  standing  and  eighteen 
hours  of  history  or  special  arrangement  with  the  instructor. 
Second  term,  spring  quarter.  Four  times  a  week.  Credit,  two 
quarter  hours. 

SUMMER  QUARTER 

PURPOSE 

Four  groups  of  students  are  served  by  the  Summer  Quarter : 
(1),  teachers  who  wish  to  improve  their  professional  standing; 
(2),  teachers  who  desire  to  renew  certificates  or  secure  a  high 
grade  of  certificate;  (3),  regular  students  who  desire  to  hasten 
graduation;  (4),  graduates  of  standard  high  schools  who 
desire  to  begin  their  college  course. 

THE  PLACE  OF  THE  SUMMER  SCHOOL  IN  EDUCATION 

The  summer  school  as  an  integral  part  of  the  college  year 
had  its  beginning  about  1915.  Since  then  its  growth  has  been 
very  rapid.  In  1927  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Education 
listed  more  than  700  summer  schools  with  a  total  enrollment 
of  377,462  students.  The  length  of  the  term  and  credits  given 
vary  somewhat  but  the  predominant  trend  is  to  make  the  sum- 
mer school  a  standard  quarter  both  in  length  and  in  number 
of  credits  issued.  Tennessee  colleges  and  universities  main- 
tained 17  summer  schools  in  1927.  The  total  enrollment  in 
these  schools  was  8,489.  Of  Tennessee's  17,000  teachers,  42% 
were  enrolled  in  these  summer  schools  in  1927.  More  and 
more  teachers  and  college  students  are  looking  to  the  summer 
school  as  offering  an  opportunity  to  economize  in  time  and 
money  which  they  must  spend  in  preparation  for  their  voca- 
tion. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

The  College  requires  for  admission  to  the  freshman  class  that 
a  student  offer  by  certificate  from  an  accredited  high  school 
fifteen  units,  or  that  he  pass  satisfactorily  an  examination  on 
the  courses  required  for  admission.  Persons  twenty-one  years 
of  age  and  over  who  cannot  offer  the  required  number  of  units 
for  admission  may  register  as  special  students  for  such  courses 
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as  they  may  be  able  to  carry.  All  entrance  requirements  must 
be  fully  met,  however,  before  such  a  student  can  become  a 
candidate  for  graduation. 

DIVISION  OF  SUMMER  QUARTER 

The  Summer  Quarter  is  divided  into  two  distinct  terms  of 
six  weeks  each.  A  student  may  enroll  for  either  term  or  for 
both.  Courses  are  so  arranged  that  teachers  who  find  it  neces- 
sary for  any  reason  to  attend  only  one  term  can  be  satisfac- 
torily classified. 

CREDITS 

All  the  courses  offered  during  the  Summer  Quarter  carry 
college  credit.  Each  new  student  should  send  to  the  Registrar 
at  least  two  weeks  before  the  opening  of  the  quarter  a  tran- 
script of  his  high  school  record,  and  of  his  college  record,  if 
he  has  attended  another  institution  and  desires  advanced 
standing.  This  is  important.  Not  more  than  eighteen  hours 
may  be  taken  by  a  student.  Freshmen  will  not  be  permitted 
to  register  for  more  than  sixteen  hours  unless  they  pass  an 
intelligence  test  with  at  least  an  average  college  score.  Stu- 
dents in  higher  classes  may  enroll  for  only  sixteen  hours  un- 
less, (1)  they  pass  an  intelligence  test  as  indicated  above;  (2) 
they  have  had  at  least  one  year  of  teaching  experience;  (3) 
their  previous  grades  in  Lambuth  College  averaged  C  or  above. 
For  full  college  credit  during  the  first  term  the  student  must 
enter  not  later  than  June  15,  and  for  the  second  term  not 
later  than  July  25.  By  special  permission  teachers  whose 
school  terms  begin  before  the  end  of  a  summer  term  may  be 
permitted  to  leave  not  more  than  a  week  before  the  close  of 
a  term,  provided  they  enter  the  term  at  the  beginning  and 
provided  they  take  examinations  on  the  entire  term's  work 
before  leaving. 

EXPENSES 

Tuition  and  Fees.  Tuition  and  fees  for  each  term  of  the 
Summer  Quarter  will  be  $17.50,  payable  in  advance. 

Board  and  Room.  Meals  in  the  dormitory  during  the  Sum- 
mer Quarter  will  be  $4.50  a  week,  payable  in  advance  for  the 
term  of  six  weeks.  Room  in  the  women's  dormitory  costs 
each  student  $12.00  for  the  term  of  six  weeks.  This  includes 
electric  lights,  bath,  laundering  of  bed  linen,  etc.  Towels  and 
bedding  are  furnished  by  the  College.  Men  students  can  take 
their  meals  in  the  College  dining  room  or  in  private  homes. 
Rooms  in  private  homes  near  the  campus  can  be  secured  at 
very  moderate  cost.

PROFESSOR  WALKER 

3.  The  Moral  and  Religious  Education  of  the  Child.  Same 
as  Education  9.  First  term,  summer  quarter.  Six  hours  a 
week.     Credit,  three  quarter  hours. 

4.  Educational  Psychology.  Same  as  Education  3.  First 
term,  summer  quarter.  Six  hours  a  week.  Credit,  three  quar- 
ter hours. 

BIOLOGY 

PROFESSOR  OXLEY 

5.  Heredity,  Sex  and  Eugenics.  The  inheritance  of  plants 
and  animals  is  studied  in  the  light  of  modern  knowledge  of 
mechanism  of  inheritance,  Mendelism,  hybridization,  pure  line 
selection,  variation  sex  determination,  etc.  The  laws  of  hered- 
ity are  applied  to  mankind  in  the  latter  part  of  the  course  and 
ways  of  improving  the  human  race  are  outlined  and  discussed. 
Open  to  those  who  have  had  General  Botany  or  General 
Zoology  and  to  advanced  students  by  special  permission.  First 
term,  summer  quarter.  Six  times  a  week.  Credit,  three  quar- 
ter hours. 

8.  Tree  Study.  A  course  dealing  with  the  identification, 
uses,  distribution  and  ecology  of  our  shade  and  forest  trees.  An 
effort  is  made  to  interest  the  student  in  the  great  out-of-doors. 
Public  school  teachers  should  find  this  course  helpful.  Open 
to  all  students.  First  term,  summer  quarter.  Four  times  a 
week.-  Credit,  two  quarter  hours.  (This  course  may  meet  six 
times  a  week  for  three  quarter  hours  credit  if  it  seems  advis- 
able.) 

12.  Hygiene  and  Sanitation.  This  course  deals  with  the 
principles  underlying  the  proper  care  of  the  human  body  and 
with  the  maintenance  of  healthful  conditions  in  the  home, 
school  and  the  community  in  general.  Open  to  all  students. 
First  term,  summer  quarter.  Six  times  a  week.  Credit,  three 
quarter  hours. 

EDUCATION 

PROFESSOR  MOORE 
PROFESSOR  WALKER 

1.  General  Psychology.  A  general  study  of  the  field  of 
Psychology  with  special  reference  to  the  fields  of  Education 
and  Teaching.  A  foundation  course  and  a  prerequisite  to  all 
other  Education  courses.  First  term,  summer  quarter.  Six 
hours  a  week.    Credit,  three  quarter  hours. 
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3.  Educational  Psychology.  An  intensive  study  of  the 
learning  process;  individual  differences;  objective  tests;  curve 
of  learning;  experiments  demonstrating  fundamental  laws, 
First  term,  summer  quarter.  Six  hours  a  week.  Credit,  three 
quarter  hours. 

5.  Principles  of  Secondary  Education.  A  brief  study  of 
the  history  and  background  of  the  modern  high  school;  cur- 
riculum construction ;  grading ;  extra-curricular  activities ;  the 
junior  high  school ;  directed  study.  Prerequisite  :  some  general 
education  course  or  sophomore  standing.  Three  hours  a  week 
through  the  summer  quarter.  Credit,  three  quarter  hours. 
This  course  may  be  taken  through  either  summer  term  for  one 
and  one-half  quarter  hours  credit. 

7.  Adolescent  Psychology.  A  study  of  the  psychological 
nature  and  development  of  the  adolescent  boy  and  girl.  Empha- 
sis given  to  the  psychological  problems  involved  in  vocational 
guidance,  extra-curricular  activities,  moral  development,  the 
gang,  moral  bases.  Prerequisite :  at  least  one  course  in  Psy- 
chology. First  term,  summer  quarter.  Six  hours  a  week. 
Credit,  three  quarter  hours.  This  course  may  be  offered  again 
during  the  second  term  of  the  summer  quarter. 

9.  Child  Psychology.  The  psychological  principles  and  laws 
of  the  growth  and  development  of  childhood  embracing  such 
topics  as  genetic  influences ;  influences  of  heredity  and  environ- 
ment; development  of  innate  and  acquired  tendencies,  the 
child's  place  in  society.  First  term,  summer  quarter.  Six 
hours  a  week.    Credit,  three  quarter  hours. 

10.  School  Administration.  A  course  designed  especially 
for  school  principals  and  county  superintendents  covering 
topics  of  organization  duties,  administrative  duties,  super- 
visors duties,  community  duties  and  related  topics.  Three 
hours  a  week  through  the  summer  quarter.  Credit,  three 
quarter  hours.  This  course  may  be  taken  for  one  and  one-half 
hours  credit  during  either  term  of  the  summer  quarter. 

11.  Classroom  Organization  and  Control.  This  course  is 
designed  for  beginners  or  those  who  have  had  a  limited  amount 
of  teaching  experience.  It  will  deal  with  the  immediate  class- 
room situation,  taking  up  such  problems  as  the  classroom 
teacher  faces  from  day  to  day  in  her  teaching  situation.  Three 
hours  through  the  summer  quarter.  Credit,  three  quarter 
hours.  This  course  may  be  taken  during  either  term  of  the 
summer  quarter  for  one  and  one-half  quarter  hours  credit. 

Courses  for  the  second  term  of  the  summer  quarter  other 
than  those  catalogued,  may  be  arranged  for  when  there  is  suf- 
ficient demand. 
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ENGLISH 

PROFESSOR  SARAH  V.  CLEMENT 

1.  (a,  b)  Composition.  Fundamental  principles  of  writing, 
review  of  sentence  construction  and  grammar,  note-taking, 
themes,  collateral  reading.  Six  hours  a  week  throughout  quar- 
ter. Credit,  six  quarter  hours.  (Either  half  of  quarter  may 
be  taken). 

2.  (a)  General  Survey  of  English  Literature.  From  Anglo- 
Saxon  times  to  the  Restoration.  Three  hours  a  week  through- 
out the  summer  quarter.  Credit,  three  quarter  hours.  (Either 
half  of  quarter  may  be  taken.) 

5.  (a,  b)  American  Poetry.  A  study  of  the  leading  Amer- 
ican poets,  their  historical  background  and  the  intellectual 
movements  of  their  day.  Prerequisite :  English  1  and  2.  Four 
hours  a  week  throughout  the  summer  quarter.  Credit,  four 
quarter  hours.     (Either  half  of  quarter  may  be  taken.) 

10.  Advanced  Composition.  Writing  by  types,  study  of 
various  literary  forms  and  practice  in  writing  each.  Prerequi- 
site :  English  1.  First  term,  summer  quarter.  Four  hours 
a  week.  Credit,  two  quarter  hours.  Repeated  second  term  if 
there  is  sufficient  demand. 

HISTORY 

PROFESSOR  EAGLE 

2.  European  History,  (a,  b)  The  development  of  Western 
Europe  from  376  to  1789.  Six  times  a  week,  throughout  the 
quarter.     Credit,  six  quarter  hours. 

9.    Revolutionary    and    Independent    Hispanic    America. 

Revolt  of  the  Hispanic  American  Colonies.  Formation  and 
development  of  the  Hispanic  American  Republics.  Prerequi- 
site :  sophomore  standing  and  nine  hours  of  history.  Three 
times  a  week,  throughout  the  quarter.  Credit,  three  quarter 
hours. 

11.  Westward  Expansion.  Spread  of  population  westward 
in  Anglo-America.  Importance  of  the  pioneer  and  the  influ- 
ence of  the  frontier.  Prerequisite:  sophomore  standing  and 
nine  hours  of  hisitory.  Three  times  a  week,  throughout  the 
quarter.    Credit,  three  quarter  hours. 

17.  Teaching  of  History.  Methods  of  study  and  research. 
Theory  and  practice  of  teaching.  Prerequisite :  junior  standing 
and  eighteen  hours  of  history  or  special  arrangement  with  the 
instructor.  Four  times  a  week,  throughout  the  quarter. 
Credit,  four  quarter  hours. 
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HOME  ECONOMICS 

PROFESSOR  SHOOK 

The  department  of  Home  Economics  is  the  latest  addition 
to  the  College  It  will  be  in  charge  of  a  highly  trained  and  ex- 
perienced teacher  and  will  maintain  the  same  standards  that 
are  now  maintained  by  the  other  departments.  Because  the 
department  is  new  and  the  needs  of  our  prospective  students 
cannot  be  accurately  foretold,  only  general  statements  in  the 
main  can  be  made  here  concerning  its  offerings.  Students  who 
desire  courses  in  this  field  will  be  consulted  at  the  opening  of 
the  Summer  Quarter  and  an  effort  will  be  made  to  offer  courses 
meeting  their  needs.
